In 1951 construction began on a much needed auditorium and gym. It was completed by Easter of 1952. 
On the first day of school, September, 1951, it was necessary for the school to meet for enrollment in the 
Hondley Baptist Church since the old auditorium was being converted into classrooms, and the new audi- 
torium was not yet completed. 


Next fall, Handley will become a Junior High, and the High School will move to its third location in 
fifty years. Though we'll call it Eastern Hills, Handley will still be the alma mater of countless numbers 
of Handleyites.
